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PREFACE. 



In preparing this report, I have labored to present a concise 
and comprehensive statement of the school system of the Territory. 
Believing that the fundamental aim and primary purpose of the 
public is to prepare the youth of Montana for citizenship and public 
utility on a broad and general plan of education which will subordi- 
nate all selfish and sordid ends to the public good, we must con- 
sider them as public wards. I shall consider the growth and needs 
from this position and refer to a few of the leading features that 
will best promote and encourage this theory. As no teacher is 
capable of foretelling what instruction a child should receive, or 
what position he will be called upon to fill, it follows that public 
instruction should be directed toward that broad and liberal develop- 
ment of the individual in principles of morality and patriotism, and 
habits of industry, temperance, and all those cardinal virtues that 
constitute the basis 'of true manhood. With such an education, a 
boy is prepared for any position that his intelligence or circum- 
stances may dictate or his natural inclination lead him. The public 
school is to disseminate and perpetuate those principles of morality, 
patriotism, indepennence and self-control whieh constitute the foun- 
dation and support of a republican form of government and the 
safeguard of our future prosperity and happiness.

SCHOOL SUPERVISION. 



One of the greatest needs of the public schools of the Terri- 
tory at the present time, is a system of supervision that will super- 
vise. 

This is not vouchsafed under the present system. In a few of 
tne largest towns in the Territory, City Superintendents are em- 
ployed, whose duties are to aid the teachers in their work and 
advise the management and system, toward some definite end. ^ 

Just this kind of supervision is needed in the country schools. 
The duty of County Superintendents should be to aid teachers in 
classifying and grading the work, encouraging and advising young 
and inexperienced teachers as to the best methods to pursue, and 
correcting all irregularities. 

It should be a constant study to devise the best means of 
awakening parents and school officers to their duties, to induce 
them to employ a portion of their time and energies in promoting 
the welfare of the public schools. To accomplish all this would 
require two visits a year of at least two or three days each. 

To require this of Superintendents there should be a salary 
equal to the work necessary to be down ; they cannot be asked to 
do this on present salaries. 

It is unfortunate in many respects that the office is a political one. 
While we have many competent and thorough superintendents we 
have others who are not qualified by education or experience for 
this work and who would never be selected for it if the officers was 
appointed or if the elections were held at other times than general 
elections. If this office cannot be made more effectual I would recom-

mend the adoption of some other system. I know of none better 
to suggest than that recommended by a former Superintendent of 
the Territory of dividing the territory in four districts and appoint- 
ing persons specially qualified for this work, attnching a salary to 
the office commensurate with the dignity and importance of the 
work. This would imply the paying of a salary to the four equa 
to the amount now paid the sixteen County Superintendents, and 
would demand all their time and energies. 

SCHOOL LANDS. 

• 

As this probably is the last legislature to convene under Terri- 
torial organization, it would avail but little to call your attention 
again to the depredations committed upon school lands, spoken upon 
to considerable length in the Ninth Annual Report of the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S OFFICE. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction is required to travel 
at least three months in the year visiting schools, attending Insti- 
tutes and delivering public addresses. The amount of work neces- 
sary to be done would consume six months constant travel and 
work. At least four months should be consumed in institute work 
alone, and two more could be profitably spent in visiting schools 
and addressing public meetings in other parts of the Territory. I 
have received during the past few months many urgent requests 
to visit different localities and address the people on educational 
topics, but have been unable to comply with the demands by reason 
of the limited allowance for traveling expenses and the press of 
oflSce business. The Superinteqdent is compelled to be absent 
from his office weeks at a time, and should be allowed a clerk to 
attend to work in his absence, as the office work alone would 
occupy the time of one person. I trust the honorable legislature 
will consider the needs of this office.

TEMPERANCE TEACHING. 



I have made special inquiry, for the purpose of finding whether 
the law had been complied with which requires that Physiology 
and Hygiene shall be taught, with special reference to the effect of 
alcoholic stimulants and narcotics. The law has been generally 
complied with, at least the letter, for the study has been introduced 
in ever}'^ school in the Territory. Some difficulty has been ex- 
perienced because of no authorized text books. I am inclined to 
think that this matter belongs to the Text Book Commission. I 
feel that no recommendations are necessary or proper. 



Under the law providing for the education of the blind and 
deaf mutes, the Territory is educating at present eleven of these 
umfortunate youths. Six are at the National Institute for Mutes at 
Kendall Green, Washington, D. C. ; two at the Kentucky Institute 
for Mutes, situated at Danville ; one at the Maryland Institute for 
the Blind, at Baltimore; and two mutes, who are also feeble minded, 
at the Elwyn Institute, near Philadelphia. 

It has been my privilege during the past year to visit the Ken- 
dall Green Institute, at Washington, D. C, and the Maryland Insti- 
tute for the Blind, at Baltimore, where I spent several days exam- 
ining the course of instruction and carefully noting the progress and 
development of the children in these institutions, and the result of 
my observations was most gratifying. 



At present there are three hundred and sixteen school districts 
and three hundred and five school houses — thirty-two brick, eighty- 
nine frame and one hundred and eighty-four log — in the Territory 
Most of the houses are furnished with modern funniture and sup- 
plied with suitable appliances for school work. 

The value of the school houses amount to $646,670, or an 
average value for each house of $2,185. Thirty-nine of them have

been erected the past year. Of these I shall mention one large, 
imposing structure at Great Falls, costing about $20,000, a model 
in architecture, design and finish, but lacking in one essential feature, 
viz; high ceilings, the ceilings being only thirteen feet high. 

Another large and commodious building has been erected at 
Boulder, the thriving county seat of Jefferson county. 

I find the pupils in the grammar department displaying about 
as much ability as the average pupil in the public schools. The 
boys are skilled in cabinet work and carpentry, as well as being in 
many instances practical printers — working so many hours each 
day at some industrial pursuit. 

The girls are taught and required to do needle work of all 
kinds, and are well drilled in general house work. 

FINANCE. 

The financial showing of the past year is very flattering. The 
total amount received for the support of the public schools during 
the year 1888 is $317,442.37, or $28,927 over 1887. Of this 
amount $295,723.31 was raised by direct taxation upon the people; 
the balance of $21,718.06 resulted from fines for misdemeanors in 
the different courts of the Territory, as follows : 



From District Court * $ 1,386 32 

From Probate Court 2,568 00 

From Justices Court 4^864 07 

From other sources 11,901 07 



This amount gives a per capita of $10.04 for each person be- 
tween the age of 4 and 21 years, and $18.86 for each person be- 
tween 6 and 16, the basis usually observed for apportioning public 
funds. It also gives an average apportionment to each school dis- 
trict in the Territory of $1,604.50. 

TAX IN MILLS. 

The average tax in mills for the Territory is 003.9, ^ falling 
off from last year, which is accounted for by one county levying a 
less amount than the minimum established by law. The minimum

amount for school purposes in the Territory is .003 mills, but Daw- 
son county returns for some reason a county tax of two and one- 
half mills. The minimum is altogether too low. I would recom- 
mend that four and six mills be established as the maximum and 
minimum rates of taxation for school purposes. 



SCHOOL LAW. 

Under this head I shall refer to the complex and conflicting 
enactments that make our school laws difficult to comprehend, and 
in many instances contradictory. 

I earnestly call your attention to the different sections and 
artides noted and ask that you harmonize and simplify them. 

First, in Sec. 1861, which provides that the Superintendent of 
Public Instruction shall report to the Governor biennially on or be- 
fore the ist day of December in which the regular sessions of the 
legislature are held, and the governor shall transmit said report to 
the legislature. Now the inconsistency in this provision is that the 
report of Dec, 1887, should be submitted to the legislature of 1889. 
It evidently means that the report of December preceeding the 
year of the assembling of the legislature, that is the report of Dec, 
1888, should go to the assembly of Jan., 1889. There is nothing 
in the law requiring the Superintendent to report to the legislature 
at this session. 

In Sec. 1870,'third paragraph. County Superintendents are re- 
quired to report annually to Territorial Superintendent on or before 
the first day of December of each year. This is also the date that 
the Territorial Superintendent is required to report to the Governor 
in section 184. 

Section 1884 also provides that District Clerks shall take an- 
nually, between the 20th and 30th days of Novembar, the census of 
all children and report to the County Superintendent. These three 
reports, made up from the same data, are all due on the same day. 
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I would respectfully recommend that all reports due the Coun- 
ty Superintendents from Trustees and District Clerks be made on 
or before the first day of October of each year, and that the fiscal 
school year end with the 31st day of August. This would give Clerks 
and Trustees one month to make their report, and that County 
Superintendents should make their report to the Territorial Super- 
intendent on or before the first day of November. This would 
enable the Territorial Superintendent to make his report to the 
Governor on or before the first day of December, which cannot 
be done under existing laws. 

Section 1880, relating to school elections, has given rise to 
many controversies, there being different opinions as to what con- 
stitutes a taxable inhabitant. 
• 

In section 1907 school moneys are apportioned upon a census 
basis of children from 4 to 21 years of age. I would recommend 
that the census basis be changed from 4 to 21 to from 5 to 21. 

Section 192 1 purports to be a law on compulsory education, 
but it contains so many reasons why a child should not be compelled 
to attend school that no reasonable person can see why they should. 
The law is inoperative and ineffectual. 

A compulsory law is much needed throughout the Territory. 

Section i960 makes it the duty of all teachers engaged in the 
county to attend Institutes, yet no penalty is attached for non- 
attendance. 

A penalty must be attached before a teacher will heed this, as 
in its present form it is not a law. 

These are but a few of the most prominent irregularities that 
exist and that have come under my notice officially. 

When our present school law was adopted there were no cities 
of considerable size in Montana and the management of the affairs 
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of the districts by boards of three trustees answered the purpose 
well enough. But the growth of such cities as Butte and Helena 
necessitates some change of that system in order to give larger 
representation in the board of management invested with such large 
and important trusts. Without deranging the present system, which 
is generally acceptible, provision should be made whereby cities of 
upwards of 5,000 inhabitants might, if the citizens should so vote, 
become independent districts under superintendents of their own 
choosing, with a larger board of management, some representing 
the whole body of the voters at large and a representative from 
each city wards besides, and so arranged that part should be re- 
newed each year. 
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CONCLUSION. 



I have been delayed in this report because of tardy returns 
from County Superintendents. The report of Beaverhead and 
Madison counties did not reach this office until January 6th, and 
Custer county's report was received January loth. These reports 
were due December ist. Some of the returns being too late for 
publication, I have been compelled to make partial estimate on im- 
portant data.

Beaverlxead. County, M. T. 
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TERRITORIAL INSTITUTE. 



The seventh annual association of the teachers of Montana as- 
sembled at Butte Dec. 26 and continued in session four day^. The 
meeting was presided over by Pres. W. W. Wylie. In the absence 
of W. E. Harmon, secretary and treasurer, the Hon. M. M. White 
was elected pro tern. 

The institute was held in connection with the institute of Silver 
Bow county. 

Notwithstanding the time of holding the meeting, the attendance 
was large, there being present over eighty of the leading educators 
of the Territory. 

The exercises were of a most interesting and instructive char- 
acter. Many able papers being read and the subjects intelligently 
and logically discussed. 

Two evening lectures were delivered; one by Mrs. R. H. 
Howey, of Helena, President of the W. C. T. U., another by 
Judge Hiram Knowles, of Butte. 

A third evening was set apart for a reception to the teachers 
and social enjoyment. Rev. E. J. Groeneveld delivering a short ad- 
dress of welcome, which was ably responded to by Prof. Brantley, 
of Deer Lodge college. 

This association is purely voluntary and the teachers attend at 
a sacrifice of time and money. 

It has proven of great benefit to the teachers and the cause of 
education, and should receive some recognition and encourage- 
ment from the Territory by way of an appropriation to aid in de- 
fraying the necessary expenses of the institute, and raising the 
burden trom the teachers by allowing them mileage.

COUNTY INSTITUTES. 

Institutes were held in every county in the Territory during 
the past year. 

The work done and interest manifested at these meetings for 
the year 1888, as compared with that of the preceeding year, 'was 
of such character and contrast as to recommend that not less than 
one week's time be given to each. 

The County Institute is not only of grsat benefit to teachers, 
but is the only means whereby the public may be reached, and but 
few are reached even through this medium. 

But whatever awakening and quickening of the public pulss 
during the year in the different counties is principally due to Insti- 
tute work. 

That there has been a steadily increasing interest in school work 
has been substantially manifested by the extension of hospitalities 
and other courtesies to the teachers throughout the Territory' dur- 
ing the year. 

BEAVERHEAD COUNTY. 

This was one of the banner Institutes of the year. Although 
carried out under many discouraging circumstances, but little more 
could be done. Mrs. Dora Melton had been appointed to fill out 
an unexpired term of three months, and was compelled to get up an 
Institute without any knowledge of the conditions of the work. She 
was ably assisted by many public-spirited citizens, who seemed 
determined that it should make a better record than the preceding 
year. Their efforts were crowned with success, and Beaverhead 
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may well be proud of their Institute. Every teacher was taken to 
the hearts and homes of the citizens and made to feel that their call- 
ing and work was fully appreciated. 

CASCADE COUNTY. 

This Institute opened September 14th for a three days' session. 
This being the first educational meeting held in the county, the 
session was poorly attended, outside of the few teachers employed. 
I expected a more generous support from the citizens of Great Falls, 
from their enterprise in other directions. I am convinced that better 
work and more general encouragement will attend future Institutes, 
as all seemed anxious to aid after learning the necessity. > 

CHOTEAU COUNTY. 

This Institute opened with about the usual number of teachers 
present. Some very valuable and competent teachers have been 
added to the ranks during the past year, and tneir influence and 
ability demanded and received recognition in their Institute work. 
A fair attendance was enjoyed, but more would have been wel- 
comed. I think that if fathers and mothers realized how much 
their presence was desired by teachers, and how much profit they 
themselves would receive, every one would find at least an hour or 
two to spare the Institute, and would do more to encourage and aid 
County Superintendents in their duties. 

CUSTER COUNTY. 

This Institute opened at Miles City for a five-days' session. 
Every teacher in the county was present and fully prepared for 
work. The enthusiasm of the teachers was stimulated by the aid 
and encouragement of many persons not actively engaged in school 
work. The entire proceedings were marked by unusual interest. 
Many able lectures and addresses were delivered at the several 
evening sessions.

DAWSON COUNTY. 

From Curtis County I went to Glendive to open the Institute 
for Dawson County. With recollections of the successful conven- 
ticn of last year at this place, 1 was prepared tor a repetition, but 
was doomed to severe disappointment. Less interest was shown 
Here than at any other meeting in the Territory. There were but 
three or four teachers in attendance, and little or no interest was 
shown by the public. Our evening session was well attended. An 
able paper was read by A. R. Duncan, County Superintendent, and 
a short address given by the Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

DEER LODGE. 

The Institute for this county took an outing and went over to 
the thriving little mining town of Philipsburg, where we were re- 
ceived with open arms and royally entertained. A larger attend- 
ance of teachers met us here than at any other point. The daily 
as well as evening sessions were conducted in the presence of 
crowded houses. Much of the success was due to the citizens of 
this town, who, besides looking after the physical comforts and 
happiness of the teachers, took an active part in the exercises, and 
in every way aided and encouraged us. 

Dr. D. J. McMillan, president of the Deer Lodge College, de- 
livered a scholarly address upon the subject of "Self Culture," and 
the Territorial Superintendent one on "Duties of School 
Officers and Patrons." As a whole, it was a general educational 
revival, and all came away with kindest recollections of the town 
of Philipsburg and the courtesy extended. 



FERGUS COUNTY. 



The Institute opened September 1 7th, for three days at Liv- 
ingston under most favorable circumstances, and ably maintained 
its splendid record of last year. The attendance was large and 
the programme of unusual interest and profit. The people of this 
county are awake to the advantages of co-operation with teachers, 
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and support them. Sickness prevented me from attendmg this 
Institute, but full proceedings were kindly forwarded to this office. 

GALLATIN COUNTY. 

Tiiis county has a reputation for being deeply interested in ed- 
ucational work which it well merits. Upwards of thirty teachers 
were present, everyone aiding in carrying out the work of the 
County Superintendent and the programme, Many ladies and 
gentlemen from the city were present and took active part in the 
exercises. It is enough to say of this county that they fully carried 
out the purposes and letter of the law. Gallatin County may 
ahvays be found in the front ranks of education. 

JEFFERSON COUNTY. 

This Institute was presided over by its County Superinten- 
dent, for three days. While the number of teachers was small, the 
amount of work done and good accomplished was great. But little 
interest was shown by the community at daily sessions. The even- 
ing sessions, however, w^re well attended. Addresses were de- 
livered by Judge Elder, Hon. Wm, Kennedy and Superintendent of 
Public Instruction The school interests are guarded in this county 
by able county supervision. 

LEWIS AND CLARKE COUTY. 

Three days were spent in Institution work in this county with 
very satisfactory results, both as to attendance and the work accom- 
plished. Nothing was said or done to interrupt the harmony and 
zeal of the teachers. Discussions were vigorous and healthful. 
The meeting throughout was characterized by sensible, scholarly 
work. There were two evening sessions held, one addressed by 
Rev. C. Allen, another by Rev. F. T. Webb. The Institute was 
considered as profitable as any in the history ot the county.

RKPORT OK THE SUPERINTENDENT 



MADISON COUNTY. , 

This county again assembled at Virginia City, and in a three- 
days' session discussed the methods and work done by the teachers 
of the county. A good number was in attendance, and the stand- 
ard established for years in this county was maintained, for Madison 
county has for years been fully up to the demands of the public in 
school work, having been fortunate in having a man at the head of 
the school who has kept alive to the wants. 

MEAGHER COUNTY. 

* One of the most attractive and profitable Institutes of the ses- 
sion was that of Meagher County, held at Townsend, September 
20, 21 and 22. There was but one feature to regret, and that. was 
the absence of all teachers from White Sulphur Springs and the 
districts over the renge. However, a sufficient number of teachers 
were present to carry out successfully a well arranged programme. 
The parents favored us with their presence at daily sessions, and 
the evening meetings were crowded. The ladies had prepared an 
entertainment for the evenings, consisting of poetry and song, long 
to be remembered. An opening addressv)f welcome was delivered 
by Hon. J. E. Kanouse, followed by Hon. T. H. Carter, on '^Boy- 
hood Recollections." Also by Geo. W. Watts, on "Progress of 
Education,"' and Superintendent Logan, on "The Mission of the 
Public Schools." Brother Fisk, of the Tranchant^ presided over 
evening sessions, and in many other ways aided and encouraged the 
teachers. 

MISSOULA COUNTY. 

This Institute offered a most satisfactory fulfillment of the 
promises made last year that every one should be cared for and a 
deeper interest taken in the work we were engaged in. That 
promise was literally kept. Every one in attendance was* cared for 
and arrangements made for double the number present. Missoula 
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has excellent teachers and other advantages for good schools, and 
from the evidence furnished this year, we can reasonably predict 
the future if the interest is kept alive. 

PARK COUNTY. 

This young county held its second annual meeting Oct. 17th, , 
i8th, and 19th, and carried on a very profitable and enjoyable con- 
vention. All teachers were present with one exception, I believe, 
and fully prepared for this work, Good work was shown to exist 
in this county from the exhibition of the teachers' w^ork in the dif- 
ferent branches taught. The daily and evening sessions were well 
attended. The evening meetings were ^dressed by Rev. Fowler, 
Editor Whelpley, of the Enterprise, and Superintendent Logan. 

SILVER BOW. 

■ This county held its Institute in connection with the Territorial 
Institute, w^hich will be referred to on another page. Miss Mary 
Layton, Superintendent of this county, was one of the active mem- 
bers of the executive committee of the Territorial association, and 
great credit is due her for the success attending this joint conven- 
tion. It was unfortunate that the association met during the Christ- 
mas holidays, as many teachers, feeling the need of rest and recrea- 
tion, were unable to attend. 

YELLOWSTONE COUNTY. 

We met here with a little better reception than greeted us last 
year, but this was not sufficient to encourage us in the belief that 
school matters were progressing very extensively. The daily ses- 
sions were verv satisfactory and generally participated in. A futile 
attempt was made to tempt the public to attend an evening session. 
I believe but two outside the school board had courage to . appear, 
so the meeting adjourned. The same experience greeted us last 
year. I was led to believe that sufficient notice had not been given 
and that the people of Yellowstone County were not so indifferent 
to their interests as appearance indicated. 
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
